Through an 
exchange of notes on August 6, 2009, and September 11, 2009, between the 
Embassy of the United States of America and the Ministry of Foreign Affairs of 
the Hellenic Republic, the validity of the Agreement was extended for a period 
of one year, which period now expires on November 6, 2010.

The Embassy has the honor to propose on behalf of the Government of 
the United States that the validity of the Mutual Defense Cooperation 
Agreement and Annex be extended for one year from November 6, 2010 until

affirmative note in reply shall constitute an agreement between the two 
Governments, which shall enter into force on the date of the Ministry's reply.
